BLAZE (I. D.) As its name implies, this is very brightly 
colored Dahlia, being a fiery orange-scarlet. Prettily 
tinted a softer shade and yellow in strong contrast at 
base. A siriking Dahlia and admired by all.

COMMANDER (Inc. C.) A true cactus, having narrow 
almost needle-pointed, long incurved florets making up 
flowers of largest size which are borne on long stems; 
color deep scarlet. An excellent variety for the ex- 
hibitor.

CREST (Pom) Neat full round flowers, with perfect 
floret and novel coloring, crimson-purple, with yellow 
at base, then distinctly edged and tipped rosy purple, 
unopened center crimson. One of the best.

Plant $2.33 Cutting $1.55 


DR. DERRICK MARTIN (I. D.) A really beautiful 
Dahlia, color lemon-yellow, to lightest lemon at tips. 
The flowers are very full, with longest of petals and 
when grown for exhibition easily a foot across; (From 
England).

EMILY HOPPER (Pom) A splendid yellow Pom, one of 
the best of its color.

G. M. C. (I. D.) Color carmine. 
Plant $3.30 Cutting $2.20 


GOLDEN EAGLE (S. C.) One of the best Dahlias Mr. 
Stredwick ever raised. A striking color, deep orange- 
scarlet at base lightening till only suffused scarlet, then 
deep yellow to the tips, unique, bright and lovely. 
Splendid free upright growth. Form of flower neat, 
with florets broad at base to definite points at tips. 
(From England).

HULIN’S MELODY (S. C.) Golden yellow and rose. 
Plant $3.30 Cutting $2.20 


INDIAN SUMMER (S. C.) Large, Yellow-orange. 
Plant $3.30 Cutting $2.20 


JOHN WOOLMAN (Inc. C. Stredwick) One of the 
best. It is a large flower, composed of narrow incurved 
florets, its chief coloring being crimson, but this is over- 
laid by definite rosy shadings greatly adding to its 
beauty. Size of bloom 10x6; a grand prize winner on 
the show table. Award of Merit and a Silver Cup for 
the best stemmed cactus in England. Do not overlook 
this one.

KINGCUP (S.C.) An erect growing semi-Cactus, the 
blooms standing perfectly upright on stout stems. The 
flowers are very large and when fully developed, as 
deep as wide, with full centers. Color clear yellow. 
One of the best for exhibitions.

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KOONGARRA GRANDEUR (F. D.) An exquisite Dahlia 
from Australia. Color, golden apricot, tipped russet, 
an outstanding flower. Large blooms on strong stems. 
Honor Roll.

LADY O. WIGRAM (I. D.) Color a flaming orange- 
scarlet, deeper at center. Flowers of rounded form. 
Always good, grand flower stems and plants of strong 
healthy growth.

Mail, the flowers are as large as Daily Mail: but have 
broader florets, and the plants are a pleasure to culti- 
vate, being strong and healthy and carry flowers on 
strong stems.

LESLIE THOMAS (I. D.) One of the largest flowers, 
the petals being broad at base, but narrowing and 
slightly incurving. Color is a pretty deep salmon-pink 
throughout. A Dahlia for exhibiting in keenest compe- 
tition. With erect stems; early to bloom, and remains 
good all season. Honor Roll Dahlia. (From England). 


Plant $2.00 Cutting $1.50 


LOVABLE (Pom) A beautiful tinted Pompom; pure 
white at center and half of flower, then light pearly 
pink. Neatly made compact little flowers. 


Plant $1.20 Cutting $ .80 


MADAME CURIE (S. C.) A wonderful semi-cactus 
dahlia under the 8 inch class, with a very pleasing 
form, makes this one of the best dahlias in this class. 
Color being cream center, deepening to a bright rose- 
pink and lighter towards the edge of the bloom. The 
stems being wiry and erect. Mad. Curie can best be 
judged by the following awards. Special award as a 
one year seedling, 2 special awards as a two year 
seedling and this year won a special award at the Ohio 
State Dahlia Show at East Liverpool for the best bloom 
of the entire show under 8 inches. Honor Roll Dahlia.

MAID MARION (I. D.) Amber yellow, shaded phlox- 
pink. 
Plant $1.50 Cutting $1.00 


MARGARET WOODCOCK (I. D.) A different color from 
any you have seen, lavender mauve with each petal 
edged grayish white. This Dahlia created quite a sen- 
sation. A seedling from Norma Morton. 


Plant $2.00 Cutting $1.40 


MARTHA CHURCHILL (Inc. C.) Salmon rose shading 
to Peach. 


Plant $2.33 Cutting $1.55 





SNOWBALL (Inc. C. Stredwick) 


MARJORY RUBERY (Cactus) This is a true Cactus 
with long narrow interlacing petals. Ivory white in 
color. The flowers are large and it is a good and dis- 
tinct additions to the true cactus with perfectly strong 
stems.

MASCOT (Min.) Flowers long stemmed and of pretty 
neat form. Color distinct yellow at center and part of 
floret, changing to crimson, but overlaid a decided tint 
of rose.

MASTIFF (C.) An enormous cactus, in fact by far 
the largest of any cactus. The flowers being made up 
of a mass of florets all narrow their entire length. Color 
deep crimson throughout. Do not disbud, but leave all 
growth to flower.

MOLLIE B. (I. D.) Amaranth pink. 
Plant $3.30 Cutting $2.20 
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MAYDAY (Min.) Violet at tips of floret and center, 
then edged violet on lemon, deepening again to yellow. 
Compact neat form; exceptionally free and good stems.

MRS. D. E. HOWARD (Dec.) Quite distinct amongst 
white Decoratives, having large flowers full and com- 
pact with florets broad at base but definitely pointed 
and arranged neatly star shaped. Very robust with 
stout, erect stems. (From England).

ORBIT (Pom) A perfectly formed bloom, fine for exhi- 
bition. Color white ground, heavily tipped rose.

PINK DUCHESS (Pom) Delicate pink to deeper pink. 
Plant $1.00 Cutting $ .67 


PRIDE OF GARFIELD (I. D.) A beautiful dahlia of 
exquisite coloring. Lavender, shading to a deeper lav- 
ender at center and lighter on the outside. Each floret 
is edged with a darker lavender sheen greatly adding 
to its beauty. Neatly compact blooms, the broad petals 
slightly reflexing. The flowers are fairly large, but not 
giants, and they are very freely produced. The plants 
are a pleasure io cultivate, being strong and healthy 
and carry flowers on strong stems. Honor Roll Dahlia.

REV. HAROLD KEY (F.D.) A large flower, good in 
every way. A lovely color, clear and dainty, being 
white at center, deepening first to faint pink and then 
deeper pink towards tip. Neatly compact blooms, 
on stems strong and erect.

ROYAL OAK (Dec.) A monster massive giant Decora- 
tive made up of broad perfectly reflexed, but curly 
petals which form a most pleasing flower. Color yel- 
low, deeper at center. Great flower stems. A veritable 
Goliath. Mr. Stredwicks best.

SNOWBALL (Inc. C. Stredwick) Purest possible white 
coupled with a very pleasing form, makes this one of 
the best dahlias in this class, a grand prize winner on 
the show table. Flowers being made up of narrow cactus 
florets, being round, as some petals reflex and others 
incurve. Size of bloom 9x6. Stems wiry and erect. 
Award of Merit at England. Do not overlook this one.

SIR KINGSLEY (Dec.) A pretty color, too, deep crim- 
son—scarlet at center, but gradually lightening with 
rosy shadings to the tips. Very large flowers on long 
stems (From England).

(From England).
